Branding the welfare system "a 
consuming, monstrous, inhuman 
outrage," President Nixon has 
called for passage of his Family 
Assistance Plan before Con- 
gress adjourns. 


"For the Senate to adjourn 


without enacting this measure 
would be a tragedy of missed 
opportunity," Nixon said Sun- 
day night as he opened the 
once-a-decade 
White 
House 


Conference on Children. 


The legislation, which would 


set an income floor for a family 
of four at $1,600 a year, has 
been passed by the House but is 
mired in the Senate. 


"In terms of its consequences 


for children," the President 
said, "I think it can fairly be 
said to be the most important 
piece of social legislation in our 
nation's history." 


In his speech, Nixon also said 


the federal government cannot 
solve all the problems hamper- 
ing the welfare of the nation's 55 
million children. 


"We shall do our best to meet 


our responsibility in those areas 
where the federal government 
can best do what needs to be 
done," he said. 


"But I would also stress that 


equally and often more impor- 
tant is what states and commu- 
nities "io, and the school and the 
church and the family, the mass 
media, voluntary organizations 
and each of us as individuals. 
For the child is not raised by 
government. The child is raised 
by his family. His character is 
shaped by those people he en- 
counters in his daily life."

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 


research points to the possibility 
that a chemical manufactured 
in human stomachs from ele- 
ments used hi some food preser- 
vatives and medicines causes 
cancer, according to scientists 
at the University of Nebraska. 


Doctors at the university's 


Eppley Institute for Cancer Re- 
search in Omaha base their 
findings on experiments hi 
which they say lung tumors were 
produced in 65 to 90 per cent of 
mice fed large amounts of ni- 
trite—often used as a food pres- 
ervative —and three types of 
secondary amines, which are 
protein building blocks and used 
in several medicines. The scien- 
tists also say 15 per cent of the 
tumors were malignant. 


Lung Tumors 


The work done by Drs. Melvin 


Greenblatt and Sidney Mirvish 
indicated that nitrite and some 
amines combine in the stomach 
of mice to form a substance 
mown as nitrosamine. 
This 


chemical the enters the blood 
stream and causes the lung tu- 
mors. 


Nitrite is permitted by the 


government as a curing and 
p r e s e r v a t i v e chemical in 
smoked fish, canned ham, corn 
beef, 
frankfurters, 
luncheon 


meats and some sausages. It is 
also found naturally in vegeta- 
bles, particularly beets, spinach 
and celery. 


Secondary amines are found 


in cereals, tea, tobacco, and 
bread 
and meat 
flavoring 


agents. They make up more 
than 200 medicines including 
tranquilizers, anesthetics, heart 
drugs and diabetes treatments, 
experts say. 


It is also believed they are re- 


leased 
from protein-binding 


when fish and meat are cooked. 


The Greenblatt-Mirvish find- 


ings are the first confirmation 
and an extension of German re- 
search published in 1968 that 
showed mammals could make 
nitrosamine when fed the sep- 
arate components. 


Scientists have since speculat- 


ed nitrosamine is the likeliest 
candidate for the universal can- 
cer-causing chemical. 


"Nitrosamines seem to be a 


major class of carcinogens that 
are likely to be causally related 
to cancer in industrialized socie- 


iervative Might 
st for Cancer 


ty," two cancer experts wrote 
this year in the British scientific 
journal Nature. "Nitrosamines 
act systemically (throughout 
the body) and produce cancer in 
a wide variety of organs of 
many species." 


These 
two specialists— Dr. 


William Lijinsky, also of Eppley 
Institute, and Dr. Samuel S. Ep- 
stein of the Harvard Medical 
School— and Greenblatt believe 
the government should sharply 
reduce the amount of nitrite al- 
lowed in processed meat and 
fish. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration disagrees, saying that 
nitrite and nitrosamine present 
"no imminent hazard1' to man. 


But some scientists suggest 


nitrites are easily replaceable 
with other curing agents. 


Dr. Leo Friedman, the FDA's 


toxicology director, said the Ne- 
braska research is excellent but 


used doses of amine and nitrite 
1,000 times higher than man is 
exposed to. 


Friedman also contended 


there is probably a level below 
which nitrosamines are harm- 
less. The Nebraska scientists 
are now attempting to establish 
whether such a threshold exists. 


Nitroamines occur naturally 


in trace amounts. Laboratory 
made nitrosamines have pro- 
duced cancers in lungs, esopha- 
gus, small intestines hi almost 
every animal species tested. 


The three amines that com- 


bined with nitrite to produce the 
most tumors were morpholine, 
piterizine and methylanih'ne. 


Morpholine is used as an an- 


tioxident on metals, including 
steam boilers for commercial 
caning. The FDA allows a 
trace amount— 10 parts per mil- 
lion—in canned foods cooked 
with steam.

Kennedy is not leaving the ad- 


ministration but will become the 
country's ambassador at large 
under Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers. 


Nixon announced the shifts

He lauded both Kennedy and 


Connally highly, the one for con- 
tributions he already has made 
and is expected to make, and 
the other for qualities he said 
will be of great benefit to the 
government. 


Kennedy still will have the ti- 


tle of a member of the Cabinet 
in the post he will take over on 
Feb. 1. 


Nixon said that Kennedy, 


white-haired and 65, had accept- 
ed the Treasury post with the

Hazards Lurk in Christmas Toys

WASHINGTON (AP) - Soft 


cuddly animals which harbor 
barbed teeth or wire in their 
ears. Toy weapons which can 
damage a child's hearing. Noise- 
makers which can easily be- 
come dislodged and be swal- 
lowed. 


These are examples of haz- 


ards which private and govern- 
ment organizations say parents 
should watch for when they buy 
Christmas toys this holiday sea- 
son. 


President Nixon's consumer

warned parents last week to ex- 
amine carefully the toys they 
give children. "Santa Claus 
should not be followed by a visit 
to the doctor," she said. 


24 Toys 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration has negotiated changes 


or termination of 24 toys this 
year and proposed banning four 
others. Consumers Union has 
petitioned the courts to require 
that the government ban five 
others. 


As the biggest toy-buying sea- 


son of the year approached, 
Mrs. Knauer suggested that the 
best way to make sure toys are 
safe is for parents to examine 
them carefully. 


"Too often, parents have pur- 


chased toys under the mistaken 
impression that the holiday pur- 
chases would be safe for use," 
said Mrs. Knauer. "Mistaken 
impressions can be dangerous 
ones." 


And Morris Kaplan, technical 


director for Consumers Union, 
has warned that manufacturers' 
agreements to stop selling toys 
cited by the government as un- 
safe are not assurances that the 
toys aren't still around. They 


can stay in the marketplace for 
months or years, said Kaplan. 


Safety Act 


One yardstick of the dangers 


inherent in some toys is the list 
of 24 on which the FDA has act- 
ed unofficially since the Toy 
Safety Act became law in Janu- 
ary: 


—In a toy clarinet the agency 


found a four-inch metal pin with 
a sharp point which could tear 
flesh. The point was made 
blunt. 


—Lenses in toy sunglasses 


were found strong enough to al- 
ter a child's vision. The manu- 
facturer stopped distribution. 


—The point on an electric 


wood burning set exploded when 
plugged in. The point was rede- 
signed. 


—A stuffed dog contained a 


nose anchored by sharp teeth 
and eyes which could be re- 
moved and possibly swallowed. 


The firm stopped using the style 
of nose and eyes. 


Cap Pistol 


—The noise of a cap pistol 


hurt children's eardrums. The 
pistol was discontinued. 


—A bottle of play electric 


shave lotion was contaminated 
with bacteria. The firm retained 
a laborator/ to monitor future 
shipments. 


Other dangers cited in the Na- 


tional Commission on Product 
Safety's final report this sum- 
mer included electrical toys 
which become hot enough to 
burn children or 
presented 


shock hazards. 


The commission also was crit- 


ical of high-rise bicycles, noting 
that the number of injuries as- 
sociated with bicycles in gener- 
al amounts to 1 million a year. 
This compares with 700,000 toy- 
related injuries and another 
700,000 associated with play- 


ground swings and slides. 


Both bicycles and toys rated 


in the commission's list of the 
ten household products most 
likely to injure. 


An engineering report for the 


commission concluded that op- 
eration of high rise bicycles re- 
quires more skill than conven- 
tional bicycles because "shorter 
wheelbase and smaller wheel 
size are detrimental to both lat- 
eral and vertical plane stabili- 
ty." 


The commission found that 


devices like "sissy bars," "ba- 
nana seats" and center-mounted 
gearshifts make the high-rise 
bikes even more hazardous. 


The bicycle industry, which 


admitted it made no detailed en- 
.gineering studies before putting 
the bicycles on the market, has 
formed a safety advisory com- 
mittee since publication of the 
commission report.

Cutback in Teaching Staff Is Likely 


A cutback in teaching staff, 


possibly next semester, Is likely 
if the Fiscal Control Board's 
ordered reduction in the 1971 
Appleton school budget request 
is to be met. 


This was the observation of 


two board of education mem- 
bers as they prepare for what 
probably will be a lengthy 
budget-cutting session tonight. 


The two were Kenneth Sager, 


board president, and John Mc- 
Kenzie, who drafted seven pro- 
posals which the school admin- 
istration was directed Dec. 1 to 
study in recommending cuts. 


Sager said that there will 


have to be a cutting of staff but 
that the board may not be 
ready to take that action to- 
night He suggested that an 
alternative could be to cut as 
much of the $600,000iplus reduc- 
tion as possible and hopefully 
make up the rest partly through 
teacher resignations or retire- 
ments next September. 


McKenzie, formerly president 


of the Appleton Taxpayers As- 
sociation and a student of many 
board of education budgets, said 


he felt it was the board's 
obligation to make all cuts soon 
so teachers, administrators and 
students affected can plan ac- 
cordingly. 


"I think it's probably impos- 


sible to avoid (cutting the 
teaching staff) unless they're 
willing to reopen negotiations," 
he said. The teachers have 
rejected this for the 1971 teach- 
er master contract 


He said that a solution might 


be a combination of a renegoti- 
ated teacher contract and a 
cutback in programs, which 
means teachers, "but we need 
their 
(teachers and 


administration) help and coop- 
eration." 


The problem is that the fiscal 


board cut $600,000, which is 
expected to bring on additional 
losses in state aid and other 
items, bringing the cutback 
closer to $675,000. After all fixed 
costs — such as insurance and 
building operations — and con- 
tracted salaries are added up, 
there is less than $500,000 left 
from which to make cuts. 


The board of education cut a 


record $250,000 from the school 
administration's 
request. The 


administration had cut $100,000 
from department heads' re- 
quests, and so the three cuts 
totaled about $1 million and 
brought the 1971 budget to $10.1 
million. 


The 1970 budget is about $9.3 


million. 


McKenzie requested the ad- 


ministration to come in with a 
report tonight on the legal need 
for a school health department, 
analysis of co-curricular pro- 
grams, list of capital outlay 
items, a study of feasibility of 
dosing Jackson Elementary 
School, an analysis of curricu- 
lums for cutting possibilities, a 
list of new purchases proposed 
for 1971 and a listing of pro- 
posed teacher, maintenance-cus- 
todial and clerical personnel to 
be added in 1971. 


He also suggested that the 


possibility of reopening bargain- 
ing with teachers be considered. 
Teachers and the board ap- 
proved a calendar year 1971 
contract calling for a base 
salary of $7,600. 


Acting Supt of Schools Orlyn 


Zieman said that he had worked 
with administrators and princi- 
pals to come up with a .list of 
proposed cuts which wouldn't 
"sacrifice essential programs." 
This would be presented tonight, 
he said. 


Zieman said, however, that 


this wouldn't satisfy the total 
cut and the next area to be 
searched for cuts would have to 
be where programs and educa- 
tional quality would be affected 
adversely. 


He said also that he would 


present some observations 
about the fiscal board's cut 
demand to the board of educa- 
tion. 


The board's decision will be 


coming after teachers met in a 
special session last week and 
voted to urge the board to close 
schools when the money runs 
out late hi the year rather than 
cut deeply into the quality of 
the district's educational pro- 
gram.

Hazards Lure in Christmas Toys

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Soft 


cuddly animals which harbor 
barbed teeth or wire in their 
ears. Toy weapons which can 
damage a child's hearing. Noise- 
makers which can easily be- 
come dislodged and be swal- 
lowed. 


These are examples of haz- 


ards which private and govern- 
ment organizations say parents 
should watch for when they buv 
Christmas toys this holiday sea- 
son. 


President Nixon's consumer 


assistant,

Knauer, 


warned parents last week to ex- 
amine carefully the toys they 
givfc 
children. "Santa

should not be followed by a visit 
to the doctor," she said. 


24 Toys 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration has negotiated changes 


or termination of 24 toys this 
year and proposed banning four 
others. Consumers Union has 
petitioned the courts to require 
that the government ban five 
others. 


As the biggest toy-buying sea- 


son of the year approached. 
Mrs. 
Knauer suggested that the 


best way to make sure toys are 
safe is for parents to examine 
them carefully. 


"Too often, parents have pur- 


chased toys under the mistaken 
impression that the holiday pur- 
chases would be safe for use." 
said Mrs. Knauer. "Mistaken 
impressions can be dangerous 
ones." 


And Morris Kaplan, technical 


director for Consumers Union, 
has warned that manufacturers' 
agreements to stop selling toys 
cited by the government as un- 
safe are not assurances that the 
toys aren't still around. They 


can stay in the marketplace for 
months or years, said Kaplan. 


Safety Act 


One yardstick of the dangers 


inherent in some toys is the list 
of 24 on which the FDA has act- 
ed unofficially since the Toy 
Safety Act became law in Janu- 
ary: 


—In a toy clarinet the agency 


found a four-inch metal pin with 
a sharp point which could tear 
flesh. 
The point was made 


blunt. 


—Lenses in toy sunglasses 


were found strong enough to al- 
ter a child's vision. The manu- 
facturer stopped distribution. 


—The point on an electric 


wood burning set exploded when 
plugged in. The point was rede- 
signed. 


—A stuffed dog contained a 


nose anchored by sharp teeth 
and eyes which could be re- 
moved and possibly swallowed. 


The firm stopped using the style 
of nose and eyes. 


Cap Pistol 


—The noise of a cap pistol 


hurt children's eardrums. The 
pistol was discontinued. 


—A bottle of play electric 


shave lotion was contaminated 
with bacteria. The firm retained 
a laboratory to monitor future 
shipments. 


Other dangers cited in the Na- 


tional Commission on Product 
Safety's final report this sum- 
mer 
included electrical toys 


which become hot enough to 
burn 
children 
or 
presented 


shock hazards. 


The commission also was crit- 


ical of high-rise bicycles, noting 
that the rumber of injuries as- 
sociated with bicycles in gener- 
al amounts to 1 million a year. 
This compares with 700,000 toy- 
related 
injuries and another 


700,000 associated with play- 


ground swings and slides. 


Both bicycles and toys rated 


in the commission's list of the

likely to injure. 


An engineering report for the 


commission concluded that op- 
eration of high rise bicycles re- 
quires more skill than conven- 
tional bicycles because "shorter 
wheelbase and smaller wheel 
size arc detrimental to both lat- 
eral and vertical plane stabili- 
ty-" 


The commission found that 


devices like "sissy bars," "ba- 
nana scats" and center-mounted 
gearshifts make the high-rise 
bikes even more hazardous. 


The bicycle industry, which 


admitted it made no detailed en- 
gineering studies before putting 
the bicycler on the market, has 
formed a safety advisory com- 
mittee since publication of the 
commission report.

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The Personal Property Tax 


One of the most meaningful of the 


recommendations of the so-called "Blue 
Ribbon Commission" on" tax revision 
that labored at Madison a decade ago 
called for the ultimate elimination of the 
•personal property tax because of the 
virtual impossibility .of devising a 
system of equitable treatment for those 
who are subject to the levy. 


Somewhat 
surprisingly, 
the. 


legislature in succeeding years accepted 
the urging of the prestigious commission 
and in a bi-partisan agreement managed 
to achieve a substantial reduction in the 
tax through the use of receipts of the 
newly enacted, state sales tax as 
replacement 
money 
for 
the 


municipalities. 


But as the other- expenditure 


demands upon the state treasury grew, 
the legislature halted plans for the 
gradual elimination of the tax. 


The last action to provide additional 


replacement funds was at the direction 
of the legislature and Gov. Knowles, 
during the latter's first term, in 1965. 
The personal property reduction has 
stood at 60 per cent since that time and in 
the last several legislative sessions the 
issue was not audibly pushed because of 
the powerful collection of more exigent 
pressures for the use of treasury 
receipts. 


This moratorium on the pledged 


effort for the ultimate elimination of a 
tax that is intrinsically difficult to ad- 
minister, that falls with unequal weight 
upon those comparatively few taxpayers 
who are subject to it, and that exempts 
the great mass of the people of 
Wisconsin, was one of the complaints 
occasionally made- by Democratic 
candidates in the recent state election 
campaign in which their party made 
impressive gains. 


It is fair,'therefore, to ask the men 


and women who will have votes in the 
legislature, and Gov.-Elect Patrick 
Lucey, about the prospects for con- 
tinuing the phasing out of the personal 
property tax during the next four years, 
according to the original intention of the 
widely hailed commission -plan of a 
•decade earlier. 


The personal property tax applies to 


many tangibles that are necessities of 
life, such as the merchandise stocks 
represented in food stores, clothing 
stores, and many others. The merchant 
must pass on such cost in the prices of 
goods sold to his customers, and to that 
extent it is a tax on necessities as surely 
as would be the general sales tax that the 
Democrats have so universally con- 
demned, and so often accused the 
Republicans of plotting. 


Elimination of the tax won't be easy. 


It cannot be achieved by legislative 
decree. It can only be managed under 
the pattern already begun, through state 
funding replacement for the protection 
of municipal treasuries. The state is now 
sending municipalities about $80,000,000 
a year to permit them to waive 60 per 
cent of the tax liability- they are im- 
posing upon personal property 
tax- 


payers. To eliminate that. liability 
completely would require an additional 
transfer of $50,000,000 yearly from the 
state to local treasuries, which is a 
formidable sum in the climate that 
prevails at Madison. 


The probable unwillingness or 


inability of the new state regime to 
achieve such a transfer of funds will 
demonstrate again that meaningful tax 
reform, once it is removed from the 
realm of academic idealism, contains 
enormously difficult complications.

more advanced in assessing 
the taxapyers for the costs of, 
tens of thousands of its young 
people enrolled in colleges and 
universities than most. A 
young teaching assistant at 
the University of Wisconsin in 
testimony at • the education 
budget hearing of Gov.-Elect 
Lucey remarked truly that 
Wisconsin spends propor- 
tionately more of its tax- 
payers' resources for higher 
education than do most states. 
But it is evident that it is not 
yet enough—in the view of 
many. 


Claims Injustice 


For the Wisconsin-trained 


politics watcher the most 
significant evidence of the 
enormous 
gap 
between 


tradition and aspiration in 
higher education cost liability 
is the insistence of William R. 
Kellett of the Governor's 
Commission on Education 
that there is a "social in- 
justice" in the present system 
.that imposes responsibility for 
paying for education beyond 
the high school upon the 
student or his parents, or both. 


Kellett wants an "ability to 


pay" plan through a voucher 
system that not so incidentally 
would enable the private 
schools to compete with the 
tax-supported institutions for 
the new crop of college 
aspirants produced each 
spring. 


the affluent family or 


student would pay more than 
he is now paying at a public 
institution 
such as the 


University of Wisconsin, but 
less than he is now required to 
pay at a private college. The 
son or daughter of an-im- 
pecunious family would pay 
less than is now required to 
keep himself in a public school 
and far less than he needs to 
attend the private school that, 
is now altogether beyond his 
•financial capacity. 


Concept Is Bold 


The concept is a bold one 


when viewed from any 
direction. It is the most 
striking proposition of its kind 
ever brought forward in this 
state. Especially intriguing is 
its authorship. It would have 
been difficult to imagine such 
a campaign being promoted 
by Chairman of the Board 
Kellett of the Kimberly-Clark 
Corporation a dozen years 
ago. 


Equally ambitious in its own 


way is a theme increasingly 
expressed by students and 
others. Easy loans for 
students are 
no longer 


adequate, 
in ' the 
con- 


temporary view. They must 
have outright grants of public 
money to avoid the discomfort 
of a debt upon completion of 
their training, according to 
the frequently expressed 


' argument. 


Postulated here is college 


training as a rightful claim of 
the student upon society, 
rather than a goal related to 
his own initiative and en- 
terprise. There is probably no 
serious chance that such a 
conception will be accepted in 
the state in predictable time-- 
recognizing the almost in- 
soluble financial bind that 
confronts the new liberal- 
oriented

'ministration. 


Opposition Is Certain 


There will also be some 


grave 
reservations 
and 


outright opposition from a 
substantial part of the body 
politic, with all respect to Mr. 
Kellett's generously con- 
ceived plan, and especially 
from those burdened tax- 
payers who managed their 
own educational costs. 


Those alumni are now 


paying higher taxes than their 
fellow citizens of the country 
for a generously endowed 
higher educational system 
and one that 
compares 


favorably with that available 
in most of the country. Most of 
them are accumulating debt 
for the education of their own 
children, moreover, and in 
middle age they find the 
burden of educational loans 
for children more troublesome 
than does the young Ph. D, as 
this reporter can testify on the 
basis of managing about 30 
years of higher education for 
his own descendants.
